The Meskwaki originally were a 
Wisconsin tribe, but now are living on 
a reservation in Tama, Iowa, tieing Hie 
only Indians in Iowa. 
Some years ago the government 
granted them a tract of land in Kansas. 
They tried living on it, became dis­ 
satisfied and returned to Iowa, where 
they purchased their own land and 
formed a colony. 
The Meskwaki are a very primitive 
tribe, but in the last ten years have 
advanced to the stage where the brave 
will go out and perform manual labor. 
They figure quite largely In the can­ 
ning industry, and are to he seen go­ 
ing to work in automobiles that are 
the envy of the whites. 
These Indians never were known to 
send a visitor away hungry.

enture Meskwaki will walk a mile and 
visit two weeks at the home of a 
friend. 
Squaws of the tribe are very 
subservient and patient, and never 
com plain when hubby drags home a 
rn ft of company for dinner.

The durum wheats are all spring va­ 
rieties with thick, compact heads, long 
i stiff beards and large hard kernels, i 
i They are grown principally 
in the 
I northern Great Blains urea, where they 
1 are hest adapted because of their rt1- 
sistanee to drought and rust, which en­ 
ables them to outfield other spring 
wheats. During the past ten years the

Used for Granular Flour.

Most of the durum varleties have 
white (amber) kernels, and the grain 
is1 used chiefly fur the manufacture bf 
a granular flour called semolina, from 
which macaroni, spaghetti and other 
: alimentary pastes are made. 
There 
usually has been aa active foreign de­ 
mand for this wheat, but the flour 
mills In this country were not equipped 
j for satisfactorily grinding these wheats 
I and there was little demand for the 
product on the domestic market. More 
recently, however, large mills have 
been constructed for grinding durum 
1 wheat 
exclusively. 
A 
considerable 
! trade in semolina and durum flour has 
developed, arni finally a large maca­ 
roni Industry has been established. 
The industry now uses annually more 
than 20,000,000 bushels of durum, or 
nearly Im lf the average annual pro­ 
duction In recent years. 
Kubanka Is High Yielding. 
Kubanka Is the variety best adapt­ 
ed for all the varying conditions in 
the sections producing durum wheat. 
It is a high-yielding wheat, consider­ 
ably resistant to rust, of good milling 
quality, and best adapted for making 
both macaroni and breath 
Acme and Monad are two similar 
durum varieties which are very re­ 
sistant to stem rust. Acme is the high­ 
est yielding durum variety in most of 
South Dakotu, and Monad the best 
yielding variety in North Dakota. Both 
produce macaroni of a grayish color, 
considered by manufacturers less sal­ 
able than that made from Kubanka 
wheat.

Difficulties in Getting 
Good Start of Alfalfa 


There are a few difficulties in the 
way of getting a good start of aRalfa 
in the spring, and when these are 
guarded against It is easier than to get 
red clover started. It is of but little 
use to seed alfalfa on land which is 
sour in both surface and subsoil, and 
even then it is risky until limestone 
has been applied. Alfalfa can secure 
the same food from humus as from 
limestone, but it can get It from the 
humus only as the Junius decays, and 
during tile dry part of the summer the 
humus may cease to decay sufficiently 
to supply enough food, and the alfalfa 
perishes. 
If plenty of limestone is 
present the alfalfa may secure the 
same kind of food even when the hu­ 
mus does not decompose. 


New and Effective Way 
to Protect Cucumbers 


A new and effective method of con­ 
trolling the striped cucumber beetles 
is recommended by the entomology sec­ 
tion id’ the Iowa exjieriment station. 
Tills method consists of dusting the 
young cucumber plants with a material 
made of one pqrt of calcium arsenate 
and twenty parts «»i gypsum. Plant-; 
should he kept thoroughly protected by 
frequent applications of this dust. This 
method has been found more effective 
than tin* old method of spraying the 
vines with lead arsenate! 
The calcium 
arsenate acts a* a poison and the gyp- 
sum stimulates plant growth
